A CHECK-LIST OF AFRICAN COCCIDAE.

Although the entomology of Africa is at 
the present time receiving much attention, 
both here and in Europe, our knowledge 
of the Coccidae of that continent remains 
singularly deficient. The present list has 
been compiled for the convenience of those 
who maybe able to add to it; and here it 
may be remarked that any non-entomologist 
can collect coccids without much trouble, 
simply by gathering infested leaves and 
twigs and putting them in boxes or 
envelopes. In this way important contri¬ 
butions may sometimes be made by resi¬ 
dents in Lin worked localities.
